Benito Mussolini, Italian Premier, has said his final 
word to Austria. He does not propose to tolerate 
any more political propaganda in the Italian Tyrol 
beyond the B renner Pass in the Upper Adige sec­ 
tion, H e is done talking, he says, and his next move 
.will be action. This is not an unofficial interpretation 
of the D uce‘s reply to Chancellor Stipel, of A u s tra . 
Ii, is a literal repetition of his threat. 
There are, according to the aroused Duce, fifteen 
(Serman-language newspapers in th at territory dis­ 
sem inating A ustrian propaganda. This he denomi­ 
nates “intolerable interference” with Fascist policy.
